Propaganda Methods in 
La^i America Told 

Two effective methods utilized 
by Communists to get their 
propaganda programs across in 
Latin America were outlined 
Tuesday by a former Cuban 
lawyer familiar with conditions 
in Argentina. ^ 

The speaker, Carlos J. §qng- 
uier, now a resident of New Or- 
leads,' was the guest speaker at 
the Second INCA Truth Forum, 
sponsored by the Iftformaflon 
j C o u n 1 of the Americas 
(INCA) at a luncheon a£" In- 
ternational House. 

According to Eringuier, the 
present dispute between, the 
United States and Argentina 


over oil contracts is the result 
of one of the methods. He said 
that former Argentine Presi- 
dent Arturo Frondizi, whose 
two brothers are admitted Com- 
munists, authored a book on 
Argentina’s oil policies before 
he became president. Yet, the 
speaker said, Frondizi signed 
the ,two - country agreement 
which contradicted his own the- 
ories. 

‘COMMON RED TACTIC 1 
“This is a common Commu- 
nist tactic,” the speaker said, 
“doing something presently 
which doesn’t make sense, but 
which will hesult in confusion 
and arguments two or three 
years later. In this case, prop- 
aganda makes the agreement 
look like the Argentine oil in- 


terests got the worst of the 
deal, but when the agreement 
was made, there was complete 
agreement on all aspects.” 

Another method outlined fcv 
Eringuier involves two Commu- 
nists starting a street corner 
debate, common in Argentina, 
similar to the Hyde Park soap- 
box debates in London. One 
will defend capitalism and Hie 
other Communism. When a 
large enough crowd congre- 
gates, the one defending dem- 
ocracy will concede that the 
pro-Communist speaker is right. 
Usually, one or two “plants” 
in the audience will side with 
the pro-Communist speaker as 
well. 

“The Communists need trou- 
ble,” Bringuier said, “so they 


manufacture it with agents who 
specialize as ‘conflict man- 
agers. ’ The trouble is then 
twisted around by propaganda 
to make the Communists ap- 
pear to be defending the Latinos 
against ‘Yanqui Vampires/ ” 
TOLEDANO SPEAKS 
Said Bringuier, “INCA is 
selling liberation all over Lati 
America. If the United States 
wins the Propaganda War 
against the Communists, there 
will be no need to fight the ‘oth- 
er war,* ” he said. * 

“Had there been an INCA 
five or six years ago. there 
would not be a Communist 
colony called Cuba today,” he 
said. 

Another speaker, Ben C. Tole- 
dano, local attorney and INCA 
('official, told the gathering of 
the cultural and national growth 
of Argentina over the years, i 
Edward Butler, executive di-| 


rector of INCA, outlined the 
weapons of propaganda as 
"Money, werd weapons and 
credibility.” In order to dispel 
effects of Communist propa- 
ganda, c o u n t e r-propaganda 
must be directed to Latinos in 
order to “make their ears deaf 
to Communist propaganda in 
much the same manner as 
American propaganda today 
falls upon deaf ears. However, 
instead of using lies as do the 
Communists, we must use (ruth 
as our weapon.”
